HELD UP AN ALLENTOWN BANK CASHIER. 


Young Robbers Capture a Roll and Are in 
Turn Captured. 

ALLENTOWN, Pa., Nov. 29.—[Special.]—The 
Farmers’ National Bank of Allentown was 
robbed early this afternobn by two young im- 
itators of the Dalton gang, the cashier and his 
assistant being held up’ at the points of re- 
volvers.

TWO MORE MEN OVERCOME BY GAS, 


The Leak in the Main at Dearborn and 
Madison Streets Finally Stopped. 

All night Monday and until a late hour yes- 
terday afternoon fumes of gas escaped from 
the great hole which the Chicago Gaslight and 
Coke company has dug at Mouroe and Dear- 
born streets. So strong were these fumes 
during the morning that many in the crowds 
which passed the corner were seized with sud- 
den faintness, and were forced to hurry along 
at the top of their speed to avoid being over- 
come. Two laborers were rendered tempo- 
rarily unconscious while working to stop the 
leak yesterday morning. 

The explosion and consequent rush of gas 
which overcame James Roberts and five other 
workmen at 5 o’clock Friday evening was 
caused by the bursting of a bag used for the 
purpose of restraining the flow of gas while a 
connection was being made. Rather than 
shut off the gas in that main and so deprive a 
number of consumers of light during the 
night the foreman in charge of the gang of 
workmen at once ordered the hole to be filled 
with earth. Twenty men shoveled the dirt 
into the excavation and in an hour it 
was filled level with the street. smother- 
ing the escaping gas and allowing a 

rtion of it to flow on through the 

ing main. Gradually, however, the 
gas escaped upward through the loose dirt 
and by midnight the condition of the sur- 
rounding atmosphere was such that a lighted 
match would probably have produeed an ex- 


osion. 

At4o’clock a.m. men were set at work to 
renew the excavation. They worked with- 
out lanterns or light of any kind except that 
furnished by the electric lamps on the streets. 
About 4:30 o’clock two Italian laborers were 
overcome and rendered unconscious by the 
fumes. They were laid out on the sidewalk 
and were restored to their normal condition 
only after a hard struggle. At 8 o’clock when 
the clerks in neighboring business houses be- 
gan to come down to their work the odor was 

„ W. B. Emery, an order clerk with 
the banking firm of E. L. Brewster & Co., 
Monroe and Dearborn streets, was almost 
overcome and felt the results all day in a 
splitting headache. In R. Wosslick's restau- 
rant, beneath the Stock Exchange Building, 
the fumes were very dense during the morn- 
ing, but no one was overcome. Gradually to- 
ward evening, after the break had been 
closed, the gas fumes ceased to fill the neigh- 
borhood. 


INQUEST ON SIEGLER’S VICTIMS, 


Jury Recommends That He Be Held—Offi- 
cers Undecided as to His Sanity. _ 
The verdict of the Coroner’s jury in the in- 
quest held on the bodies of Henry and Caro- 
line Sieles at the West Chicago Avenue Police 
Station yesterday was that they came so their 
deaths from the effects of gunshot wounds in- 
flicted by Herman Siegler, and recommended 
that Siegler be confined in the County Jail 
until released by due process of law.

ITS NEW HOUSE OPEN. 


HIGHLAND PARK OLUB IN HAND- 
SOME QUARTERS. 


— 


Significant Social Event in the Pretty sub- 
urb — Description of the New Club- 
House and Surroundings — Additions 
That Are to Be Made Next Year—En- 
tertainments to Be Given This Winter 
and Spring—Lawn Parties and Tennis 
During the Summer-—List of Members. 

The Highland Park club opened its new 
club-house last night. Among the members 
and guests present the highest social circles of 
Highland Park were represented. It was a 
society event of significance to Highland Park, 
for the new building is the-first club-house 
erected in that pretty suburb. 

The first part of the evening was occupied 
with a reception for club members and their 
friends. The reception was followed by a 
supper and ball. James H. Shields, President 


of the club, made an address, in the course of 


which he traced the history of the club, defin- 
ing its aims and hopes, and gave an account 
of how the club-house came to be built. 

The new building is located at Central and 
Lake avenues and spans a ravine, giving the 
building the appearance of an arched bridge. 
The park in which the club-house stands is 
450x200 feet in extent. 

Description of the Club-House. 
The tower of the building is of pressed 
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brick, while the rest is a frame structure. The 
cost of the building is $13,000 and the land 
cost $8,500. Additions to the house, costing 
$2,500, will be made during the coming year. 
On the main floor is a reception hall, 36x21 
feet. On the same floor are a woman’s parlor, 
a card-room, a billiard hall, and a men’s coat- 
room. The woman’s parlor is furnished in 
ivory color. The billiard-room is done in 
Georgia pine, with terra-cotta and frescoed 
walls. The entrance hall and library are 
finighed in oak. Winding stairs lead up 
through a tower to the second floor, where can 
be found a directors’ room, Whist- rooms, a 
kitchen, and janitor’s quarters. 

A music and entertainment hall is to be 
built adjoining the south side of the ciub- 
house next year. Inthe basement will be a 
bowling alley, a kitchen, and a dining hall. 
The building is heated by steam and lighted 
by electricity, 4 

The Highland Park club is a family organ- 
ization. Its charter was obtained Dec. 4, 1891. 
The new building was commenced last May.

SEARCHING FOR AN ILLINOIS BOY. 


It Is-Thought He Was Carried Off by Ute 
Indians—Gov. Fifer's Appeal. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 29.—Secretary 
Noble has received from Gov. Fifer of Illinois 
a letter asking for the aid of the government 
in finding a child which it is believed has been 
carried into captivity by the Ute Indians. 
Following is the Governor’s letter: 

Sept. 21 Earl Roy Morley, the 4-year-old son of 
Kirk G. Morley, strayed from the camp of his 
parents and some frien and bas never been 
found: The camp was at the head of a stream 
called Rifle Creek about three miles from Castle 
in the State of Colorado. A search continued for 
several weeks resulted in nothing, but it was dis- 
covered that some Indians, believed to be Utes, 
had been camped near the place to which this 


boy was traced. A reward was offered 
for the boy’s body and many persons 
searched for traces of his remains. 


In the absence of any discovery the theory seems 


to be reasonable that Indians may. have picked 


him up. It is known that they are always eager 
to secure young white children. and that it is 
their custom to treat such children weil when 
captured. Hence the parents of the boy enter- 
tain the 2 that he may alive and well 
among the Indians and that he might be rescued 
if only his whereabouts were known. 

The parents of this child are known to me. 
They formerly lived at Bloomington, III., my old 
home. Their present home is at New Castle, 
Colo., where Mr. Morley is. I believe, employed 
by the Denver and Rio Grande railroad. They 
have applied to me to place the facts before you 
in the hope that through the Indian*agencies 
such an inquiry may be instituted as will develop 
some traces of their child. 

In response to this appeal Secretary Noble 
and the Commissioner of Indian Affairs have 
notified ali agents in the West and Northwest 
to use every effort in their power to ascertain 
if any of the Utes or other Indians that can be 
reached have taken this child, or gif anything 
is known of his fate. A reasonable amount, 
the Secretary says, will be paid from the con- 
tingent fund to pay expenses ot these investi- 
gations. The agents are directed to report 
whatever may be learned by telegraph.

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| DISCLOSURES IN EVANSTOW'S COUNCIL, 


The Accounts in Question the Talk of the 
‘ Town. 

The disclosures made in the Evanston City 
Council Monday evening caused no littie ex- 
citement in the town. Yesterday Ald, Thomp- 
son’s report of the preced ng evening formed 
the chief topic of conve 

The two officials whose ‘accounts are in 
question were both requested to make a state- 
ment in to the matter. James J. 
Adams, the City Clerk, said: “I do not wish 
to talk of the matter. When the time comes, 
however, I will talk, but what I say will be be- 
fore the City Council.” | 

Ex- Commissioner of Public Works J. R. 
Fitch was found in his office and talked at 
some length. He said: 

The Commissioner of Public Works disburses 
no money whatever, but only receives the amount 
for sewer and water connections. These permits 
are numbered consecutively from one to 10,000, 
the stubs are correspon ly numbered, and it 
would be impossible to issue one without leaving 
a second behind. These ks show for them- 
selves just how many have n issued, and can 
be balanced at any moment. It has always been 
customary to audit all accounts at the close of the 
fiscal year, which is March 31. The Finance com- 
mittee has always notified the official when they 
would audit his accounts. My accounts were 
audited last March by Mr. Frank P. Cran- 
don, Chairman of the Finance committee, 
and found correct, 80 reported to 
the board. No Finance committee has. ever 
had any trouble in auditing my accounts before 
this. [left these records when I left the office, 
June 1. They are there yet, and could easily have 
been found. When Mr. Fausler had qualitied as 
Treasurer I turned over to my collections for 
April, expecting every day to receive notice, I 
audited my own accounts, turned the balance 
over to Mr. Fausler, and hold his receipts. If 
there was anythi wrong why was 1 not noti- 
fied? Not a word been said to me by the Fi- 
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nance committee or anybody else. When the fact 
is taken into consideration that when I was Com- 
missioner of Public Works 1 did all my own 
work, both in the office and in the field, without 
a clerk or assistant, except an occasional rodman, 
perhaps I might be pardoned for not having in- 
augurated an elaborate system of bookkeeping 
for the City of Evanston. 

Among the other citizens who expressed 
their views on the question was William 
Blanchard. He said: 

The bad feature of this report isan entry in 
pencil in the handwriting of the City Clerk that 
a certain sewer contractor had n paid $400 
more than the contract called for. It appears 
that the money was already paid to this contract- 
or, and that during this investigation addiuonal 
money was refunded to the village. As regards 
the former Commissioner of Public Works, it ap- 
pears from the report that he paid to the present 
City Treasurer or $500, which, he says, he re- 
ceived last year. This payment is not accompa- 
nied by any report of how, or when, or from 
whom, or for what purpose he received this mon- 
ey. Nor has he made any final report as to his 
accounts with the former village. It seems to me 
that this is a roundi off of his long official 
connection with the village in a very incomplete 
and unsatisfactory manner. 

William G. Hoag, cashier of the State Bank 
of Evanston, is inclined to charge the condi- 
tion of affairs more to the system of the work 
in the city departments than to a possibility 
of dishonesty. A. C. Buell said: The re- 
port on its face isa bad one. I feel that the 
Mayor, Dr. Mann, deserves credit for his 
efforts in bringing about thé investigation, as 
he was the first to appreciate the situation. 


WARNING TO CHARITABLY INCLINEDs 


Bishop Cheney Thinks He Is a Victim of 
Misplaced Confidence,

This is the letter, he says, Spellman is using 
now for other purposes. Feb. 15 a letter 
from the Associated Charities of Cleveland 
warned Bishop Cheney against Spellman as a 
lazy, worthless beggar, and statung that he 
had lived in Chicago before going to Cleve- 
land and that they had paid his fare back here.

THEY SCOUT THE HOME RULE REPORT. 


English Politicians Laugh at the Irish 
Provincial Parliament Idea. 

Loxpox, Nov. 29.—A mild sensation was 
caused in English political circles today by a 
cablegram from New York summarizing an 
article published in American newspapers 
purporting to give the details of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s latest home rule plan for Ire- 
land. In the best informed circles the cabled 
report is received with absolute incredulity. 
At the National Liberal club this evening the 
consensus of opinion among the members 
seemed to be that the outlined plan is an echo 
of an old proposition of Joseph Chamber- 
lain. John Dillon and other Irish leaders 
say that the new Home Rule bill is substan- 
tially the same as the bill of 1886, 
with, however, some im t alterations 
affecting the revresentation of Ireland in the 
Imperial Parliament and the power of veto. 
John Morley, the Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
has in the last few days been holding confer- 
ences with Irish landlords in Dublin on the 
revised draft of the bill. Mr. Gladstone has 
committed himself in writing to at least two 
Irish members to propose only a central legis- 
lature. Furthermore, both Mr. Gladstone 
anc Mr. Morley have promised the Irish mem- 
bers that no measure will be proposed that 
has not beforehand been assured of the sup- 
port of the Irish party in Parliament, as well 
as the support of the Irish in America. 
Among the foremost men of the Irish party 
whom Mr, Gladstone has consulted during the 
progress of the biil through the Cabinet com- 
mittee are Messrs. Dillon, Sexton, and Me- 
Carthy. None of these has heard anything 
that would indicate an action on the part of 
the present government to denart from the 
program to which it is pledged, of establish- 
ing one Irish Parliament.

Senator bridge Discusses the Political 
As pet of the Situation at Washington— 
Said That Ex-Secretary Fairchild Has 
Decided to Accept President-Elect Cleve- 


land’s Offer and Again Become a Mem- 
berof His Cabinet—Returns from Indi- 


ans and Wisconsin. 


Wasuinerox, D. C., Nov. 29.—[Special. ]— 
Senator Stockbridge will remain here while 
the Senatorial battle in Michigan proceeds 
unless it takes a turn making his presence 
on the field desirous. He said this 
morning that he was entirely satisfied 
with the outlook, but further than this he 
would not discuss the struggle with Farmer 
Luce. On general politics and the program 
of the commission the Senator talked freely. 

“We will probably have a caucus of Repub- 
lican Senators as soon as a fair representation 
gets back,” said he, “in order to map out a 
line of policy on fhe tariff and other questions. 
There is no chance for the passage 
by the Senate of the Springer free 
wool and the various other Democratic tariff 
measures which are now in the Senate Fi- 
nance committee. The disposition among 
the Republican Senators, as far as I can learn, 
is to allow the Democrats of the next 
Congress to assume the entire burden 
of tariff legislation. I must say that I don’t 
see how they are going to face the question, 
for the income of the government is down to 
a point where the Treasury is bareiy able to 
get along, and it cannot stand any fur- 
ther uction of the tariff. We are 
practically down to the basis of a revenue 
tariff already. If the single change to free 
wool was made it would reduce the 
revenue about $25,000,000 and would 
carry the income of the government below 
the point of actual expenses, Under these 
circumstances I would like to know how Mr. 
Cleveland and his revenue reform advisers in- 
tend to get up a tariff bill which will reduce 
the duties. 

Senator Stockbridge does not think Mr. 
Cleveland will make the clean sweep of Re- 
publican Officials that is popularly ex 

* This is Mr. Cleveland’s last public serv- 
10e, said he, and I thinkshe will feel so in- 
dependent and untrammeled that he will 
serve the people rather than his party. 
The place-hunters will do considerable 
waiting when Mr. Cleteland comes 
in. Lexpect to see most of the Republican 
postmasters in Michigan and elsewhere serve 
out their terms, although the Democrats in 
most of these towns are already getting up 
petitions for postoffice appointments.”’

DEMOORATIO MANAGERS. 


It Is Evident the Editor Intends to Ruan 
for Mayor Next Spring Whether He 
Receives the Party Nomination’ or Not 
y-The German-American Democratic As- 
sociation Another Source of Uneasiness

Carter H. Harrison continues to trouble the 
Democratic bosses, It is quite evident that 
he intends to be a candidate for Mayor in 
April whether he is the nominee of the Demo- 
crats or dot.

Another source of trouble for the bosses is 
the German-American Democratic Association. 
That body claims to have secured the natural- 
ization of 9,000 voters and to have rendered 
efficient service in the campaign. It is now 
ignored. It has several candidates for office. 
They have all been snubbed. A meeting of 
the organization will be held this afterngon 
or tomorrow to take action concerning those 
snubbings. There are indications of a rupt- 
ure, 

Gov.-elect Altgeld’s friends have passed the 
word that Harrison must not be nominated 
for Mayor. Harrison as Democratic Mayor 
would be autocrat of the party in Chicago, 
they say. A year from next fall he would dic- 
tate the Senatorial nominating convention in 
his own interest. That does not coincide with 
the Altgeld idea, 

The conflict between the Harrison and Alt- 
geld forces will commence at the organiza- 
tion of the Democratic County committee 
next Monday. The Altgeld men say that an 
Altgeld man must be elected as Chairman of 
the organization, and an Altgeld man chosen 
also for Secretary. 

The county officers-elect are selecting their 
subordinates. It was announced yesterday 
that Theodore Nelson, Secretary of the Dem- 
ocratic State committee, is to be Chief Deputy 
Recorder under Mr. Chase. The other subor- 
dinates have not yet been selected. They will 
be chosen mainly because of their work for 
the party.

From railroad to cabin the tra rtation’'s by 
wagon. The cabin is twenty-five feet front by 
eighty deep, and is elegantly furnished inside. 
The club consists of forty members, all Chi-

A new cabin, more pretentious than the old 
one, has just reached completion. In this 
many distinguished visitors to the World's 
‘Fair will be entertained .as guests of the club 
next summer. For this purpose it was built. 
Its area is 30x75 feet. it will be furnished in 
modern style and is surrounded by a dense 
forest. As the club’s grounds join the Indian 
reservation the presence of stray Indians there 
will add in making the visit of European 
guests more interesting. The capacity of the 
old cabin is good forthe entertainment of 
forty members at once. 

The club has its own ice-houses in which 

ice is packed for use in the vabins in summer.

SITE FOR THE EDUOATIONAL BUILD- 
ING APPROVED. ~ 


The Council of Administration to Submit 
Its Report on Location and Plans for 

‘ the Structure to the Executive Com- 
mittee Today—Funds Will Probably Be 
Appropriated—Congress to Be Asked for 
an Appropriation to Cover the Deficit 
of the National Commission. 


Members of the Council of Administration 
approved yesterday the site selected by Di- 
rector of Works Burnham for the Educational 
Building. The location is in the southeast 
corner of Jackson Park, and the council 
will submit to the Executive committee this 
afternoon a report favoring both plan and 
site. This will end the long controversy over 
the special building and stop the great influx 
of letters which for weeks have burdened the 
mail of Director-General Davis. 

The site chosen is not altogether satis- 
factory to Chief Peabody of the Department 
of Liberal Arts. Mr. Peabody would rather | 
have his exhibit of public school and college 
work nearer the center of the grounds. But 
he will be glad to be freed from answering 
letters and telegrams asking why provision 
has not been made for the educational ex- 
hibit. 

Members of the council do not regard seri- 
ously the seeming ubjection to odor from the 
stock sheds, the sewage cleansing works, and 
the garbage crematory, which are compara- 
tively near to the proposed site. The mon- 
ey- at hand to expend on the structure is so 
limited that it would be impossible to erect a 
building which would be in harmony with the 
structures in the improved portion of the 
park, where it was first propo the Educa- 
tional Building should be. 

The Executive committee, it is believed, 
will today adopt the recommendation of the 
council and appropriate the necessary funds. 
Not more than $135,000 is likely to be set 
aside, and the amount may be smaller than 
that. The building will afford on the ground 
floor 110,500 square feet and probably 30,000 
more in the galleries. 


FUNDS TO COVER THE DEFICIT. 


Appropriation for the National Commis- 
sion Wanted. 

President T. W. Palmer reached Chicago 
yesterday for the purpose of gathering esti- 
mates to submit to the next session of Con- 
gress in connection with the appropriation to 
be made for the National Commission. The 
commission is now carrying a deficit of $25,- 
000, and President Palmer wants enough 
money appropriated next year to cover this 
amount. He will ask for at least $140,000. 
This is $20,000 more than was voted at the 
last session of Congress. 

Another matter which will engage Presi- 
dent Palmer’s attention is the preparation of 
a report to the President. The commission is 
required to report from time totime the 
progress made in the Exposition work. Last 
year this report was prepared by President 
Palmer, Commissioners Massey and St. Clair. 
It is necessary to get the facts before Presi- 
dent Harrison at once in order to secure men- 
tion in his message to Congress. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT TRANSFERRED. 


—- 
Chief Swenie of the City Department Given 
Control. 

The Council of Administration has issued a 
formal order transferring the control of the 
fire apparatus at Jackson Park to the Fire 
Department of the City of Chicago, ana par- 
ticularly to Chief Swenie. Mr. Swenie is au- 
thorized to recommend firemen for the serv- 
. ice to Director of Works Burnham, but for 
every man so appointed by the Fire Marshal 
the city government must stand the expense. 
The Exposition company will pay the firemen 
who now man the engines and chemicals in use 
at the park. 

When Chief Swenie takes hold the demands 
of the underwriters will have been satisfied 
and a wore liberal policy in the matter of in- 
surance, it is 2 will be maintained to- 
wards the World's Fair people. 

This order of the council will remove the 
control of the firemen from Col. Rice, who up 
to this time has had charge of them. In- 
spector Speed may be transferred to other 
Exposition work, for the probabilities are that 
Chief Swenie will install one of his own men 
to the position at present occupied by Mr.

The 
forged letters purported to be signed by Pres- 
dent Palmer, Director-General Davis, and Maj. 
M. P. Handy.

*tionmg was directed mainly to discover the 
traffic rates on anthracite coal and the effect 
upon the coal business and the consumer of 
the monthly meetings of the coal sales agents. 
Mr. Beach asked Mr. McLeod if at the meet- 
ing of the coal sales agents prices on anthra- 
cite coal were fixed and the output regulated 
for the month. 

Mr. McLeod replied he had only attended 
two meetings of the sales agents, and he 
knew only in a general way how the meetings 
were conducted. He said the agents of the 
various companies met to talk over the condi- 
tions of trade and consult as to what amount 
of production that condition warranted, The 
meetings have no influence on the price of 
coal. If the head of the Reading railroad 
company did not consider it to the interests of 
his company to agree to the price fixed by the 
coal sales agenta at their meeting, he would 
not do 80.“ However, he generally would 
agree to the price, as the coal sales agents 
were men who were thoroughly posted in their 
business and the state of the market, and 


knew what the best and fairest 
prices. should be. If there was no 
concert of action among the coal 


producers the market would quickly become 
glutted, and it would only be a question of a 
short time when the financially strong oper- 
ators would drive the weaker ones to the wall. 
The result would be the advancemert of 
prices to a higher rate than they are now. 
Mr. McLeod said that many of the individual 
coal producers in the anthracite regions were 
on the verge of bankruptcy when he arranged 
to buy their coal. Another result of lack of 
concert among the coal producers would be 
lowering of che miners’ w The Reading 
Coal company has never, Mr. McLeod said, 
gotten a reasonable profitin the market for 
its coal, and that is what it is strivi to do. 
Mr. McLeod sad that the miners of Read- 
ing company, as a body, were receiving 
$600,000 more now than in 1891, whether they 
worked or not. 7 

E. P. Wilbur, President of the Lehigh Val- 
ley railroad, testified that the rates for anthra- 
cite coal transportation were higher than for 
miscelianeous traffic, that there was 
more profit in moving the coal. Like Mr. Mc- 
Leod Mr. Wilbur believed that the result of 
lack of concert of action among coal producers 
would be disastrous to small operators, 

George B. Roberts, President of the Fenn- 
syivania railroad company, was the first wit- 
ness in the afternoon. r. Roberts said that 
the Pennsylvania railroad was the principal 
owner of the Susquehanna Coal company, the 
Lykens Valley Coal company, some coal 
lands in the Shamokin Valley. The total pro- 

rtion of the anthracite coal carried by the 

ennsyivania railroad from its mines was 
about 2.500, 000 tons annually. This coal is 
sold in New York by a sales agent. As Mr. 
Roberts was not conversant with the details 
of the freight business the committee excused 
him. General Freight Agent Joyce of the 
Pennsylvania road has been called as a wit- 
ness.and will testify tomorrow in New York 
in regard to the anthracite freight business of 
the com pany. 

The next witness was Joseph S. Harris, Pres- 
ident of the Lehigh Coal and Navigation com- 
pany. The company owns the Lehigh and 
Susquchanna railroad company, which is 
leased to the Ceutrai railroad company of New 
Jersey. The road carried last year about 
1,000,000 tons of the company’s coal. This 
coal is sold in New York through the com- 
pany’s agents there. Mr. Harris said that 
the monthly meeting of the coal sales agents 
was held to talk of the condition and uire- 
ments of the trade, and that they practically 
have no influence on the price or output of 
coal for the succeeding months. The price for 
which coal was sold in 1891 was unremuner- 
ative tothe Lehigh company. The witness 
said that the advance in the price of coal this 
year had not restricted the output, but the 
production was greater in 1892 by 1,500,000 tons 
than in 1891. r. Harris said the cost of the 
production ef coal is lessened by continually 
running full time. | 

This concluded Mr. Harris’ testimony, and 
the committee adjourned to meet in New 
York tomorrow morning. 

ALnAxx, N. I., Nov. 29.—[Special, e

SAS ANTI-TRUST OASE. 


Mönopolies— The Sherman Law Does 
Not Apply to Common Carriers—There 
Is Little Chance for Lines East and 
West of the Missouri River to Form a 
New Agreement—An Advance in Wool 
Rates—Other Railway News. 


The Western railroad managers were in ec- 
stasies of delight yesterday over the receipt of 
a dispatch from Topeka that the suit brought 
by the Attorney-General of Kansas some time 
ago under the Sherman law, alleging that the 
Trans-Missouri Association was a trust and in 
violation of that act, has been decided in favor 
of the railroads. ; 

Judge Rivers’ decision is alengthy and ex- 
haustive one and vindicates the right of the 
railroads to form organizations and associa- 
tions for the regulation of business and the 
prevention of the demoraiization in rates. 
He takes the ground that no franchises have 
been transferred by the roads to the associa- 
tion, and consequently it cannot be considered. 
a trust. He holds that by the organization 
of such associations the railroads do not 
monopolize or attempt to monopolize nor 
combine nor conspite to grasp any part. 
the trade or commerce among the several 
States. The railroads do not relinquish any 
of their mghts or franchises as individual 
corporations, and, even if they did, the Sher- 
man anti-trust law does not in any sense ap 
ply to common carriers. 

So far as the Trans-Missouri Association is 
concerned the decision of the court cuts no 
figure. 

Since the suit against the association was 
commenced the Trans-Missouri Association 
has been dissolved. Butit is of the utmost

CHARGES STRUCK OUT 


DR. BRIGGS’ OBJECTIONS SUSTAINED 
BY THE PRESBYTERY. 


Twenty-one Majority in Favor of Not 
Placing the Professor on Trial on 
Charges 4 and 7—Considerable Debate 
Before a Vote is Reached—One of the 
Alleged Heretic’s Supporters Cautioned 
to Use Mild Language—Trial of Prof 
Henry Preserved Smith. 


New York, Nov. 29.—Dr. Briggs’ friends 
and opponents alike realized that a crisis was 
irominent, and every step in today’s proceed- 
ings in the heresy case was followed with in- 
tense interest. Scores of the lay and clerical 
jurors provided themselves with the Presby- 
terian roll in order to check off the names of 
the absentees and thus be enabled to forecast, 
if possible, the result of the test vote which 
was soon to be taken on the question of strik- 
mg out two of the charges which the Frose- 
cuting committee had preferred against him. 
The session was favored with the presence of 
the Rev. Dr. Wilham C. Young of Center Col- 
lege, Kentucky, Moderator of the General As- 
sembly. In accordance with Dr. Bliss’ re- 
quest the distinguished visitor led in prayer. 

Moderator Bliss annqunced that the busi- 
ness before the court was the consideration 
of the motion to strike out charges 4 and 7, to 
which Dr. Briggs objected. 

Dr. Booth made the point of order that the 
protest made by Dr. Briggs yesterday was a 
menace to the existence of the court, and 
could nat, therefore, be considered. The 
Moderator made no ruling on the point. 

Col. McCook then read the opinion of the 
committee on the motion, and argued that the 
two charges could not be dropped. In refer- 
ence to charge 7 Col. McCook said that Dr. 
Briggs’ answer was irrelevant because, al- 
though he had affirmed before the professors 
of Union Semiaary that he believed that one 
who died unpenitent was forever lost, he 
had since promulgated his theory of progres- 
sive sanctification in his inaugural — 
and it was on the address that the charge was 
founded. The fourth charge could not be 
dropped because Dr. Briggs’ denial of the ful- 
fillment of the details of prophecy was a de- 
nial of the truthfulness of the Bible and an 
impeachment of the omnipotence of God. 
Dr. Alexander interrupted Col. McCook by 
insisting that the committeemen had no right 
toargue onthe objectionand Col. McCook 
resumed his seat. 

Dr. Briggs took the floor and said that one 
of Col. McCook’s points was based on a typo- 
graphical error in the printed copy and must 
be dropped. He declared that the offer made 
yes‘erday towaive his objection to the six 
other charges was made conditionally. 

Wants Charges Divided, 

Dr. Robinson, the great hymn writer, 
wanted to know what the conditions were. He 
was answered by Dr. Van Dyke and corrob-

Stocks Were Irregular—Grain Markets Nar- 
row and Generally Low:r at the Close— 
Provisions More Active and Slight 
Gains Are Scored for the Day—What 
They Were Doing in South Water 
Street—General Commercial and Finan- 
cial News from Other Centers. 

The strength of the sterling exchange market 
was the dominating feature in financial affairs 
yesterday. Sterling rates advanced sharply and 
are now fairly on a gold exporting basis. No 
gold was ordered and it is not probable that any 
will be ordered for export before Thursday, 

which will be in time for the Satarday’s 
steamers. The cotton market was lower yester- 
day and there is a possibility that lower prices 
for cotton might attract foreign buying and 
bills be manufactured in that way 80 as to pre- 
vent an extensive gold shipment at this time. The 
chances, however, certainly favor a shipment of 
gold by Saturday’ssteamer Foreign of 
stocks might, of course, prevent this, but there 
is nothing in the situation to warrant the belief 
that the foreigners will be extensive purchasers in 
our market. 

The gold situation is by all odds attracting 
more interest than any other pointin the outlook. 


‘It can be easily imagined how we might have at 


this time a gold drain of serious proportions. The 
balance of trade has kept persistently against us. 
Our exports have been discouragingly small. For- 
eign spinners have taken an unusually light 
amount of cotton, and the strikes in the English 
mills have further decreased the exports of that 
staple. Bankers earlier in tha fall sold their sixty 
and ninety days bills asis customary, expecting 
to make them good by the purchase of drafts at 
this season when exchange is usually at 
its lowest point. Those bills must now be 


met, and if the exchange cannot be purchased to 


meet them the gold will have to be shipped. The 
governnfent’s supply of free gold is by no means 
large enough to stand the heavy export movement 
of gold without causing some apprehension. 
There is in the Treasury about $25,000,000 of frée 
gold, unless the $100,000,000 for note redemption 
be counted. Those who take the most pes<imistic 
view see the possibility of gold exports of suf- 
ficient magnitude to draw down the government's 
stock of free gold to a point where no morr would 
be supplied and where gold would go to a premi- 
um. It is probable that any such view as this is 
too extreme. Prospective tariff legislation is 
likely to cut down our imporss for importers will 
not lay in large stocks if they think there is a 
prospect of reduced duties. Some look forward 
to a large influx of money which will come 
with foreign visitors to the World’s Fair as like- 
ly to be an important element in international ex- 
changes. This point has undoubtedly been over- 
estimated. The figure has been put as high as 
$200,000,000 as the amount which is likely to be 
brought here as a consequence of the Fair. People 
who have the best information on the subject say 
that any such figures are absurdiy high. It is 
true, for instance, that the Comptoir d' Escompte 
has est&blished a branch here for the purpose of 
caring for the letters of credit which it will issue 
to World’s Fair travelers, and that mignt be 
taken as an indication that this institution ex- 
pects enormous travel from France. Such is not 
the case, however. They estimate that something 
like 20,000 Frenchmen may visit Chicago, but they 
count upon nothing like such liberal expendi- 
tures by their countrymen as the Ameri- 
cans make while abroad. It has been pretty 
carefully estimated that Americans spend some- 
— like 5100. 000,000 in Europe annuaily. Only a 
part of that expenditure can be set down 
— 9 traveling expenses. In the case of the 
foreigners visiting this country there will not be 
nearly the same inducement to purchase mer- 
chandise to take home as is met with by the 
Americans abroad. The estimate of the repre- 
sentative of the French bank is that French- 
men will not spend on an average over $10 a day 
while here, and that they are not likely to bo in 
the —— on an average over two weeks. If 
anything like this rules for all foreigners this 
brings down to a small sum, so far as affecting in- 
ternational exchange is concerned, the amount of 
gold pat will be turned this way by World’s Fair 
trave 

Stock Exchange trading was more active yes- 
terday and the course of prices was irregular. 
The decided weakness in the New York market 
has its inflience in turning many local trader- 
toward a bearish view of the situation, but that 
influence was not reflected in lower prices here 
except in a few instances. West Chicago Street 
railroad stock was heavy. At the opening it was 
extremely dull. There was not a sale until after 
the first call. The first sale showed no decline, 
but later the stock lost about one point and near- 
ly all the traders in the market were feeling bear- 
ish. At the final settlement of the November ac- 
count it is found that practically all of the West 
Side stock in the account goes to Jamieson. 
It was estimated on the floor that there 
were about 2,500 shares to be thus delivered, but 
more accurate figures fix the amount at about 
io shares. So far as surface indications are 

cerned thé Philadelphians are leaving the 
market to itself. At the close the stock looked 
heavy. The strongest argument in its favor, how- 
ever, was the unanimous way in which traders 

took that view of it. As a rule, while all the 
traders are looking ata market inne way, the 
chances are pretty good for it going in the oppo- 
site direction. There was a little trading in 
North Side stock, but scarcely any of that stock 
comes out. 

The Brewery stocks were quiet. Milwaukee 
and Chicago common was stronger, but there 
was only a single quotation with which to gauge 
the market. The Brewing and Malting was 
rather heavy. Six hundred shares were turned 
from regular to the account, the price being 3744 
regular and 37% for the account, which is the 
lowest price the stock has reached on the present 
decline. The transaction did not appear on the 
list of sales, as objection was made to it. 

The acking stocks were decidedly heavy. Chi- 
cago poking and Provision dropped to It is 
generally admitted that the companies have 
earned nothing to speak of this fall. owing to the 
high price of hogs, The uncertainty regarding 
the intentions of those who control the proper- 
ties in the matter of consolidation is giving a 
heavy tendency to the stock. 

Lake Street Elevated sold at 22% and the South 
Side Etevated at 883. The b business of the South 
Side Elevated is making steady increases that 
ought to be eatisfactory to the security-holders. 
The road is now carrying from 35,000 to 36.000 
people a day. Each week has shown a 3 in- 
crease, and for a number of weeks that increase 
has been at the rate of about 1,000 a day; that 
is, the daily average of each succeeding week 18 
about 1,000 greater than the daily average of the 
week before. It is said that when the traffic 
reaches 42,000 a day the company will be able to 
pay its operating expenses and fixed charges, and 
there seems little doubt that the traffic will reach 
that figure before long. 

The strongest stock on the list yesterday was 
Calumet Dock. It was moderatively active, and 
advanced from an opening at 68% regular to a 
close at 70 fur the account. There are whispers 
of some important sale pending, but people con- 
nected with the company deny any knowledge uf 
such a sale. 

The list of sales at the Stock Exchange was as 
follows: 
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The money market goes rather easier. The de- 
mand for loans is not nearly as keen as it was a 
short time ago, and deposits are increasing. The 
deposits of country banks are beginning to in- 
crease again, and country bankers are po longer 
making the” demand for loans and rediscounts 
that characterized the situation a short time ago.
